ACTRESS ON TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Strange Drama of Misplaced Affection 
Now Before Trisunal In Naples 


Naples, Italy.—Yvonne de Villee 
preux, a fascinating actress, who 
formerly belonged to a dramatio com- 
pany run by Dine.

Then on 
the fatal night when he announced 
to her his Intention of quitting her, she 
was about to restcr>a the weapon to 
him as it was the only object she had 
that belonged to hin. 

Turdo, aewever, approaching her 
behind unawares, touched her arms, 
and the weapon went off accidentally. 
She explained the pusition of the 
wounds, stating that she was left- 
handed, bui Turd before expiring in 
hospital, mado no secret of the fact 
that there had been a palnful scene 
due to jealousy, which she cut short 
by firing directly at him. Otherwiso 
he spoke kinvay of her, begging that 
she should not be prosecuted. 

Villespreux's latest version is thz: 
she contemplated committing suicide 
in despair at the parting, because only 
a week previously sve had broken off a 
theatrical touring contract at Turdo’s 
appeal, while a werlthy Peruglan mag: 
nate, who for years past had been in 
the habit of givin. her a handsome 
monthly allowance, had just stopped 
it entirely ou learning of her doublo 
dealing.

Many Diviners’ Skill 

Paris, Fra’ +.—A number of cele 
brated scientists recently tested the 
powers of four wielders of th divin- 
ing rod in the Bois de Vincennes. 

A large deserted quarry undermines 
a portion of the wood, and the divin- 
ers Were asked to point out the under- 
ground galleries ard shafts. At the 
end of the experiment thelr state- 
ments were to be compared by M. 
Armand Vire, the city surveyor, with 
a specially constructed chart. The 
organizers stated that {t was inmpossl- 
ble for any of thy competitors to have 
had any previous knowledge of the 
subterranean passages, M. Vire being 
the only person aware of the exact po 
ns, 
he first man with the divining rod 
was M. VPclapret, a sturdy peasant, 
who carried s supple forked wand of 
hazel. For some tine ho walked 
steadily forward, the hazel wand 
trembling slightly. Suddenly the 
wand twitched and M. Pelapret, stop 
ping, said: A cavity begins here . 

After walking round on the grassy 
slope to measure the extent of the cay- 
ity, he gave the result of his obser- 
vations to M, Vire, caying that the 
cavern was over sevenceen yards deep 
and that it was quite dry, 

Tha other competitors stepped for- 
ward {In turn, They used wands of 
whalebone, bamboo and copper. Three 
other underground pits were, like the 
first, marked oat by them vith bits of 
paper, with the approximate depth, 
M. Trobst, the last to use the tremb- 
ling rod, went so far as to Indicate 
somewhat vaguely it {s true, four gal- 
leriea which branched off from the 
main shaft, the site cf which he had 
marked out on the turf. 

M. Vire, ths surveyor, then unroll- 
ed the official map and there was a 
moment's breathless silence. Every 
one of the competitors had succeede 1 
with more or less accuracy in marking 
out caverns or pits which actually ex- 
{sted, and the four galleries spoken of 
by the last competitor were also traced 
on the map.

GARE OF THE EWES 
AT LAMBING TIME 


The busiest time in the whole year 
@e the sheep raiser is when the lambs 
ae being dropped, along in the latter 
part of the winter.

and shelters as can possibly be spared 
aad divide them off into temporary 
pens. ‘These should be used for the 
ewes immediately after they have drop- 
ped their lambs. Last year I took a 
@pace four feet wide along the east 
wall of a long sheep shed and fenced it 
eff from tbe rest of the interior, says a 
Kentucky shepherd in Farm Progress. 
By dividing this long space into little 
pens five feet long I made room for a 
fozen ewes and their lambs. 

A space 4 by 5 is plenty big enough 
f hold a mother and her lamb com- 
fortably for a night and a day. When 
‘mg ewe and lamb are brought in I put 
them in these pens for the night. A 
iittle feed for the mother and a bucket 
ef water to help allay her feverish 
thirst are all the attention she will 
weed for the next twenty-four hours, 

When the weather is raw and bad 
leave them in the pens longer than 
when the ground is firm and the sun is 
eat. A cold rain on the tender skin of 
@ young lamb is about the worst thing 
that can happen to him. 


The Care of a Churn. 

There is a great difference in the ap- 
pearance of churns after they have 
been used a while. Some get dark col- 
ered and lose their fresh, clean look. 
Moreover, there is often more or less 
ef a mildewed appearance, owing, it is 
supposed, to the fact that a much used 
ehurn never hus a chance to become 
thoroughly dried out. Neglect to keep 
ft scrupulously clean is fatal to any 
wooden utensil, since it will quickly 
absorb odors, and once permented It Is 
next to impossible to overcome the con- 
Gition entirely. All the inside of a 
churn should be regularly treated to a 
good scalding with boiling water. 
There is no necessity of so treating the 
varnished outer surface, which if 
wiped off with a cloth wrung out of 
cold water will preserve its pristine 
freshness indefinitely. A stiff brush is 
better than a cloth to use in cleansing 
dairy utensils. 


Care of Dairy Utensils, 
flush the separator with plenty of 
good cold water immediately after use.

So much for rabbits. But how many 
people are familiar with the Cape 
Cod turkey? Plenty in New England, 
where codfish goes under that name. 

Scotch woodcock is two slices of hot 
buttered toast, witb an anchovy on 
eagh slice and a sauce made of balf a 
pint of milk and the yolks of three eggs 
poured over them. 

Less familiar perbaps is English 
monkey, which is made by soaking a 
cupful of breadcrumbs in a cupful of 
milk and adding a tablespoonful of 


melted butter, a beaten egg and half a - 


cupful of grated cheese, the whole, 
with salt and pepper added, being 
poured over toasted crackers. 

The mock turtle is one of the most 
famillar of fabulous table animals, be 
ing served in the form of soup. In 
“Alice’s Adventures In Wonderland" 
will be found a striking picture of this 
remarkable reptile, represented with 
the body of a turtle and the head of a 
calf. 

Mock duck 1s a roll of chopped meat 
and breadcrumbs baked. Mock crab 
is made by mixing equal parts of grut- 
ed cheese and butter, seasoning with 
salt, pepper and vinegar and adding a 
few drops of anchovy sauce. The 
paste thus prepared is spread on slices 
of dry toast or sometimes served in 
crab shells. 

Last, but not least remarkable, of 
these mythological animals, known 
only to the kitchen naturalist, 1s the 
corn oyster, which is a small fritter of 
green corn fried like a real oyster.— 
New York American. 


GOLD NUGGETS. 


There Is a Curious Resemblance Be- 
tween Them and Meteorites. 

How do nuggets of gold originate} 
Sometimes a mass of the precious met: 
al worth a thousand dollars or more is 
found. By what process was so niucb 
gold compacted into a lump? 

An attempt was made not long ago 
to answer this question. An investiga: 
tor in Australia cut and sliced and 
polished gold nuggets with the sole 
purpose of finding out just what is 
their structure. The first thing he dis- 
covered was that there is one curious 
point of resemblance between gold 
nuggets and meteorites. Both, when 
polished and etched with chlorine wa: 
ter, exhibit a crystalline structure. Ip 
the case of meteorites the lines thus 
exhibited on the etched surface sre 
called Widmannstattian figures, and 
their presence 1s said to be one of the 
most invarinble characteristics of those 
metallic bodies that fall from the sky 
to the earth. 

But it ts not meant to be Implied that 
gold uoggets have fallen from the sky 
because they exhibit a crystalline struc 
ture recalling that of meteorites. ‘The 
resemblance is apparently only super 
ficial, and the crystals of the nuggets 
differ in form from those of the me 
teorites, 

Another curious fact is that when 8 
nugget ts heated in a Bunsen Game ex- 
plosions take place on its surface. Blis- 
ters are formed which continue to 
swell until they burst wilh a sharp re- 
port and bits of gold are violently scat- 
tered about. It is evident that the nug:- 
gets contain either gases or some liq: 
uids or solids which are easily convert- 
ed into the gaseous form, the expan: 
sion of which produces the explosions,

HORSE WISDOM. 

Weeks before field work is pos- 
gible every young horse intended 
for service next spring should be 
broken to a dependable quantity. 

Except in unusual cases of rush 
work the teams should cease 
work in time to cool off before 
the dampness and falling temper- 
ature of evening, 

The buyers demand style in 
drafters as well as weight. 

Farm horses that are not to be 
used through the winter should 
have a roomy paddock in which 
to exercise every fuir day. : 

One of the most important 
things is to teach the colt to 
walk fast fem the very start. 
Never hitch him up with a slow, 
unresponsive horse. 

When you begin to bundle the 
colts keep it up every day. 


BROOD MARE TREATMENT. 


Precautions to Observe to Prevent Loss 
of Foal by Abortion. 

More consideration than Is the gen. 
eral rule should be given to the treat- 
ment of brood mares, writes J. A. Mac- 
donald in Rurat New Yorker. As soon 
as it is known that a mare is safely in 
foal care should be exercised that she 
receives no treatment or annoyance 
that would endanger the loss of the 
foal through abortion. Sometimes the 
teasing or annoyance by a stallion ora 
gelding will cause such trouble. While 
with foal foods that are of a laxative 
and distinctly nutritive character 
should be used. Besides, something 
More than the ordinary amount of 
gtain should be given, so that the 
mare's strength is not reduced while 
supporting the unborn foal. Oats 
should be the chief and staple article 
used for grain food, and the mare 
should have a fair allowance at least 
twice a day during the winter months, 

Along with oats, bran should be free- 
ly and regularly used by every farmer 
who raises horses. Clover hay is pref- 
erable to timothy if free from dust. In 
addition to these, a few roots should be 
fed daily or every second day at least. 
If, however, wheat bran 1s fed liber- 
ally roots are not so necessary, because 
bran ts laxative and cooling to the 
blood, which is the very effect of 
roots. Raw potatoes are good and very 
cooling. Not many should be fed in the 
Taw state. I know one man who kept 
two horses. One was a pretty big horse 
and the other was a small horse. Raw 
potatoes were fed every night to these 
horses, to the big horse sixteen and to 
the small one twelve. This was a fair 
proportion. 

Brood mares should be kept sharply 
shod in winter, as a struggle to keep 
their feet on ice or slippery roads may 
cause abortion. Cold, icy water is dan- 
gerous, as it may cause colic and 
eventually abortion. Mares in foal, 
while better for being worked moder- 
ately, should be kept out of deep snow. 
Plunging and struggling in deep snow 
are very dangerous. 

When there is imminent danger of 
the mare aborting through slipping on 
ice, plunging in deep snow, hard driv- 
ing or otherwise, soft feed should be 
witbheld and the mare given kiln dried 
grain. Whole wheat dried in the oven | 
of the kitchen stove is an old estab-, 
lished preventive feed. It has long 
been a practice with us to feed this 
dried wheat to the mare after a bard 
drive or at any time that abortion is 
apprehended. While I have known our | 
mares to abort several times, I never | 
knew any of them to abort after get- | 
ting preventive feeds of dried wheat. 
If wheat is not at hand, dried barley 
is good, or even dried oats. 

With care and the exericse of com- 
mon sense there should be lite dan- | 
ger of a mare with foal doing all kinds 
of work and even driving if she is a 
genera! purpose mare. 


Tankage For Hogs, 

I have fed tankage to hogs of all ages 
for the last thirteen years with the best: 
results in every case, says John H. 
Danlap in Country Gentleman. 

It is an ideal feed to use with corn | 
and is highly palatable. It need not be 
fed in large quantities, one part of 
tankage to ten parts of corn being a 
very satisfactory ration. Nothing ia) 
better than a warm slop for hogs of al! 

It is 
hard to get them to drink all the wate 
that their systems require during the 
winter, and if they are given all the 
warm slop they will drink they wil! do 
much better than without it Though 
personally I like to feed tankage in 
slop better than to feed it dry, it may | 
be fed on the ground during the sum: | 
mer months in small quantities, with 
salt and any other condiments, with 
good results, .

The cleaning and selving properties 
ef soap are entirely due to the alka- 
line constituents, the fatty acids being 
employed only to modify the injurious 
property of alkali. 

When buying soap it is desirable to 
procure that made by a well kpown, 
reliable manufacturer, as one 1s tess 
likely to get an inferior article. It is 
also better to buy it in large quanti- 
ties, as Jarge quantities are usually

and durability by keeping. | 

Soap may be used as a solid, or it 
may be dissolved and used as a liquid 
In whatever form its action is that of 
a grease solvent and purifying agent. 
It ts used in the solid or hard state 
for strong material without color, 
when its strength may be concentrat- 
ed by rubbing it on the purticularly 
dirty parts, so that they may be more 
easily and thoroughly cleansed. 

Soap powder is principally composed 
of soda and water, and as wasbing 
soda does not cost more than one-fifth 
the price of soap powder, it would be 
more economical for the housekeeper 
to use that substance with the addi- 
tion of a little soap solution to the wa- 
ter, which would form a lather equal- 
ly as well, and the work of cleansing 
would be as effectual as when soap 
powder is used. 


Magic Cleaning Fluid. 
For cleaning delicate fabrics this 
method {fs said not to fade or injure the 
finest color: Grate raw potatoes to a 


pulp, add one pint of water to one, 


pound of the potato pu!p, stir and wash 
between the bands, then drain the 
water from the pulp through a fine 
sieve or cloth. Let it stand in the ves- 
sel until the fine white starch settles 
to the bottom, then pour off the clear 
water, which is what you use for clean. 
{ng. The settlings are used for potato 
starch for stiffening finé materials. 
For cleaning, sponge with the liquid, 
applying until al! soll is removed, rinse 
in clear water and fron on the wrong 
side. For white silk, which may be 
passed through the water as through 
suds, add a very little borax to the 
water.

CHOICE BUTTER 


MADE ON THE FARM 


tC, KB. Rockwood in Hoard’s Dairy- 
mau says of farm buttermaking: IT 
was talking recently with a farmer's 
wife who makes butter for a private 
line of customers, delivering it every 
‘two weeks, 

The process of making choice butter 
is thoroughly understood by this wom- 
on, ‘The quality is ever the same. The 
color never varies, nor does the salting. 

Iiverything about it from start to fin- 
ish is done by rule. She bas a separator 
run by a gasoline engine, The men 
separate the milk as they being it from 
the barn, ‘Ihe cream is cooled at once 
and not mixed with that previously 
separated while it is warm, Churuing 
is done every other day, or three times 
each week. A barrel churn, with no 
inside paddles whatever, Is used. ‘The 
cream is ripened sr setting it in a 
wari plaice, adding n ittle buttermilk 
Jeft from the last churning and stir- 
ring well, 3” ls considered sufficiently 
ripened when it “pits” or when a spoon 
dipped into it is well coated on remov- 
al Such cream pours out like thick 
, molasses, It is strained through a 
sieve into the churn, 

The amount of butter color is gauged 
according to the ainount of cream. A 
rich tint 18 secured to the finished 
product, set not so high a color as to 
offend the eye, Salt is sifted and used 
at the vate of an ounce and a ball to 


The remarkable vitality and milk 
producing qualities of the Brown 
Bwiss breed of dairy cattle are in- 
dicated by the performance of Ola 
LB., a two-year-old heifer.

the pound. The tastes of the consum- 
ers seem to agree on this amount, 
Which is not too much after the butter 
is worked, 
he winter churning temperature is 
right around G2 degrees. ‘The cows are 
Jersey. grades and produce a heat re- 
sisting quality of fat. Sonretimes 6+ de- 
erees brings the butter of equally firm 
texture. When the globules reach the 
size of kernels of wheat a part of the 
| buttermilk is drawn away and as much 
water of the same temperature js put 
into the churn. This is given a few 
turns and the cork again removed. 
This time the butter is drained pretty 
well and then washed with a pail of 
water at G2 degrees. I should: have 
said that a handful of salt is added to 
the first water. This assists in separate 
ing the globules from the milk and 
floats them freely on the top. A hair 
sieve over a pail catches whatever paz- 
ticles run through. Sometimes another 
pail of water is needed to sufficiently. 
wash out the milk, but all water Kea 
is in cold weather tempered to 62 or 64 
! degrees so as to leave the butter just 
right to work. Salt is sifted over the 
granules in the churn and the whole 
partly worked by revolving the churn, 
It is finished with a bowl and ladle, all 
this work being completed and the but- 
ter packed tn small earthen crocks be- 
fore it burdens. In summer it is usual- 
ly set away for several hours after the 
first working and then reworked to fin- 
ish the job. This ts done because of 
different temperature conditions exist- 
ing between the two seasons. 


Fattening Sheep With Silage. 

Accurate data regarding the value or 
silage in a ration for fattening sheep 
and lambs is scarce, but what there fs 
indicates that it is useful. As far back 
us the early nineties the Michigan ex- 
| periment station fed some lambs on si- 
lage and other foodstuffs, ‘The gist of 

their tindings is to the effect that a 

mixture of fodders composed largely 
of a good quality of silage proved a 
| cheap and successful ration for fatten- 
ing lambs. ‘he Iowa station at Ames 
mude some comparative tests of dry 
bay roots and silage as roughage for 
two years. The average of the two 
| years was favorable to the use of 
siluge as a means of cheapening the 
ration, The lambs from all lots finish- 
ed into market toppers, but the dressed 
curcasses showed the silnge lainbs a 
little superior on the hook. 

Care Makee the Cow.
